REATLY MAN DECLARES CITY’S 
CREDIT DEMANDS DEFEAT 
OF HARRIMAN TICKET

You ask me to state my reasons 
why I am for Alexander for mayor 
and the entire Good Government 
ticket. The credit of the city will 
be most seriously impaired unless 
that ticket wins, and today^ there 
is noticed a marked cessation of 
material development awaiting the 
outcome of the city election in 
December. 

The danger lies far and away be¬ 
yond the unseating of Mayor Alex¬ 
ander. I am satisfied that the 
ablest and subtlest men connected 
with union labor headquarters in 
New York, Chicago and San Fran¬ 
cisco are the real managers of Mr. 
Harriman’s campaign, whose can¬ 
didacy for the mayoralty is a mere 
blind. 

The true issue is: Shall we have 
the closed shop conditions here that 
have proved the commercial undo¬ 
ing of San Francisco? Liberal cash 
contributions from outside labor 
union sources are being used with 
consummate skill, avowedly to pro¬ 
mote the cause of Socialism. It is 
a clever play, and that it has 
fooled thousands of citizens im¬ 
bued with Socialistic doctrines is 
not to be questioned. They fondly 
believe their long-deferred hopes 
are about to be realized in this 
city; that the millennium they 
have preached so often and so ard¬ 
ently is imminent. 

“Mere Stalking Horse” 

What a terrible awakening is due 
these dreamers! Socialism which 


extols the emancipation of labor, 
in the event of Harriman’s elec¬ 
tion, will find that he is a stalking 
horse behind which is the scheme 
for the shackling of labor, or at 
least that 90 per cent, which is non¬ 
union. Instead of the open-shop 
principle in this city, by means of 
which the right of all to labor is 
guaranteed, the 10 per cent, of 
union men, through their leaders, 
will control the situation, and the 
majority will be helpless in the 
hands of a small minority. 

How can this happen? perhaps 
you ask. First, by control of the 
police department through the 
naming of a chief who will be a 
puppet in the hands of those lead¬ 
ers in whom the actual govern¬ 
ment of the city will be vested. Of 
course, the excellent picketing or¬ 
dinance would be revoked at an 
early session of the City Council, 
with non-union labor menaced by 
strikers who no longer are held in 
check by fear of imprisonment; 
employers will be forced to make 
terms just as the San Francisco 
manufacturers have been com¬ 
pelled to accede, to their sorrow, 
and then what becomes of the 
long-boasted commerical freedom 
of Los Angeles? 

I am advised that owing to 
trades union control of San Fran¬ 
cisco affairs the number of manu¬ 
facturing plants in that city have 
been reduced from about five 
thousand to about fifteen hundred. 
This speaks for itself, though the 
ultimate effect no one. can know. 

This is no idle talk, no fantastic 
bit of pessimism! I ask you to 
consider where the 20,000 odd votes 
polled by Harriman at the pri¬ 
maries came from. Not from the 


Socialists alone. All told, 1 doubt 
if they can muster in excess of 
5,000. Allowing 5,000 more for 
those out of sympathy with the 
present administration, this leaves 
10,000 to be accounted for. 

Why He Opposes Harriman 

I believe I am right in estimating 
this to be the male voting strength 
of the union labor party in Los 
Angeles. That they voted almost 
to a man for Harriman is agreed. 
Why? Because that was the pro¬ 
gram carefully plotted more than 
a year ago. Its consummation at 
the primary was no hastily con¬ 
ceived plan. It had been brewing 
for months and was the result of 
the best-laid plans of the subtlest 
and cleverest men in the councils 
of union labor. 

This, then, is the situation we 
have to face, and it explains why I 
am unalterably opposed to Harri¬ 
man and just as firmly satisfied 
that only by the election of George 
Alexander can the menacing condi¬ 
tions I have outlined be dissipated. 

I have lived in Los Angeles for 
twenty-one years, and have seen 
the city grow from a small, provin¬ 
cial town to a metropolis of 400,000 
people. We have had a few set¬ 
backs, but they did not materially 
retard our progress. Our great 
card in this period has been the 
absolute freedom of our merchants, 
our manufacturers from the des¬ 
potism that has proved so detri¬ 
mental to the business interests of 
San Francisco. I am sure every¬ 
body here who has the welfare of 
Los Angeles at heart will deplore 
the thrusting of such conditions 
upon us. This is what we are 
facing, and at close range, too. 
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THE FACE 


Every paper and magazine is 
giving us whole pages on the care 
of the face.

From twenty to 
thirty women experience their 
hardest test on their looks; for 
those are the years in which she 
gives all or thinks she does which 
is the same thing; after thirty with 
a little care she can and often does 
“come back” and with the stamp 
of character on features before 
only mediocre far surpasses her 
old self. For some people admire 
the fill blown rose as much as the 
bud. No matter what her voca¬ 
tion she should have an avocation 
as well, for it is change, variety, 
a certain amount of excitement, 
new thoughts, fresh emotions and 
new aims that are the prime fac¬ 
tors in keeping any one young. 
Creams and powders without the 
above will not do it. It is now 
time for her to use regularly a 


good skin food, now and then* a 
skin tonic and if she has reached 
the age of thirty-five she may need 
a weak bleach to clear the skin of 
blotches and pimple marks. Bleach 
should not be used regularly, re¬ 
member to take a course and quit. 
Don’t use cold cream when using 
bleach unless you wish to prolong 
the ordeal; three weeks ought to 
put the face in good condition or 
at the least make a decided im¬ 
provement. 

Then get in the habit of taking 
a little care each day not a lengthy 
treatment but a certain routine— 
shape the nose up, brush out the 
eyebrows noting first if they look 
best flat or in a line, keep the 
upper lip from growing flat by 
placing the first finger in its center 
and then draw thumb and second 
finger to meet it pressing hard 
enough to make a dent in the cen¬ 
ter, the thumb and second finger 
start at the corners of the mouth. 
Do this many times a day. And 
as you go forth to your duties 
resolve to look your best, your 
pleasantest whether in gingham 
or satin.
